His pension application 
states he was senile and suffering from heart trouble in 1912. He died on 16 June 1919. He and his wife, Sarah, 
who died 22 April 1919, are buried at Bethel Cemetery.

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United Confederate Veterans Records in Ashley County 


Compiled from records in the Ashley County Courthouse, Hamburg, Arkansas. By Patsy K. White, Rt. 
4 Box 10, Hamburg, Arkansas. 


The Headquarters for the United Confederate Veterans was at 7219 Freret Street, New Orleans, 
Louisiana. The Honorable Sam Baird, County Clerk for Ashley County, and the Honorable Jeff 
Sawyer, County Clerk, were the two men who were mentioned or with whom all the correspondence 
was with during this period in our history. They took care of all claims filed and saw that each pensioner 
got his warrent each month. The money was sent from the office of the Auditor of the State of Arkansas, 
where each pensioner’s claim was handled. 


The United Confederate Veterans organization in Ashley County was known as the James 
Norris Camp # 1309. In March of 1928 there were eleven members. The list is as follows:

A 
number of reasons were given, from old age to blindness. 
Proof of Service 


The following, is taken from forms filed with the Application for the pensioner’s, called Proof of Service. 


L. J. Norrell I served in the CSA from Alabama, by shelling and hauling Government corn, driving 
Government cattle and assisting the widows and orphans of Confederate Soldiers. Service was in May of 
1865. Application sent in by the widow, dated 2 July 1928. Mrs. L. J. J. Norrell, says husband died 
January 1917. She was born 21 July 1842. 


J.E.Graves He was born in 1846. Application swears he served the CSA during the Civil War by 
hauling from Bayou Bartholomew to Monticello, Drew County, for the use of the Cavalry in Arkansas. 
He was discharged May 1865. Application filed 25 April 1928. 


Amanda (Armanda) Noble She was born 6 September 1851. She says she carded and spun cloth to 
make clothes for three soldiers; two brothers and a brother—in—law, for four years during the Civil

War. Application date 10 September 1929. 


J. E. Scott Says he was detailed by the soldiers to feed and water their houses and he did everything 
he could to serve them in Arkansas from 1864 to 1865. Application dated 4 Feb. 1929. 


S.B.Sander He says that in August of 1864, I volunteered in a Company which was Co. D, 4th Missis- 
sippi Volunteers and went into hard service, at the beginning and was in three different engagements 
with the enemy. In the 3rd engagement, 28 day of March 1865, I was wounded in my hip and knee, and 
was not able to leave hospital when the command was discharged, and was not able to leave the hospital 
until 12th day of May 1865. I am still cripled from those wounds and unable to do any manual labor. The 
application dated 4 December 1929. He was born 17 June 1849. Mr. Sanders served in Co. D, 4th Missis- 
sippi Cavalry, and was released from service 12 May 1865, having served from 2 August 1864. 


W.dJ. Flowers He says he was a Confederate soldier in Co. A, 12 Reg. Cavalry of Kentucky. Applica- 
tion filed in Arkansas. 


George Rayborn He was a Confederate soldier in the Regiment of Capt. Garner of Union County, 
AR, and he served from 1864 to 1865. Application filed 16 May 1929. He died 1917. 


Charies Robert Mann Application filed by the widow, dated 7 July 1927. He served in CSA with Col. 
McNeil Regiment of Louisiana and was released from service May 1865. He died 13 May 1913. This was 
a Cavalry Reg. 


W.S.dones States that he was in Co. E, 40th Mississippi, Regiment of Duff Griffin and Rilie Pierce, 
and that he served from 15 September 1864 until May 1865. Application filed 2 July 1929. 


Jim M, Kellum Application filed 22 May 1928. Application says he served CSA by working in a 
powder factory in Choctaw County, Mississippi. 


Liemgus Pool McCandy Application filed by the widow, Mrs. Alice MeCandy, who was born 23 
July 1860. He served CSA in Co. K, 3rd Arkansas, and was released May 1865. He died 13 Feb 1925. 


R. W. Duckworth He serve CSA in Col. Ben Meeks and Capt. Joe Daniels Company, Cavalry of 
Arkansas, and was released in 1865. 


William J. Deal Served in a home organized Company with E. Davis as Capt. and Col. Slemens 
Bregade. This Company was organized about the first of February 1865 and disbanded at he close of the 
war. Application filed 9 May 1929. 


G. C. Malloy He says he was detailed by the Cavalary CSA to care for the horses and soldiers, in the 
State of Alabama. Served through the request of Capt. Rowan, transporting soldiers and served as 
Picket duty at Columbus, Mississippi. He was born 10 June 1851. Application filed 31 July 1929. 


Capt. W. R. Bunckley Application filed by the widow, Ella Watson Bunckley, on 25 October, 
1930. She was born 13 Jan 1865. Capt. Bunckley served CSA as a Captain, and he died 18 Oct 1930. 


J.B.Woods Application filed 1929. He served CSA in Capt. E. Davis Company from 2 Jan 1965 to 
close of war. 


B.N.Brodnax Application filed by the widow Susan Ann Brodnax, on 2 Deceber 1931. (Application 
denied because of lack of proof). She said her husband served CSA with Capt. C. C. Sims Reg. Co. C, in 
Augusta, GA. He died 7 October 1905. 
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Proof of Confederate Service Continued 


Sam Simpson _ letter, dated 20 October 1928, from John Carroll Cone, State Auditor, ask Hon. 
Sam Baird if the above mentioned pensioner was a negro or a white man. If he was a negro, he was not 
entitled to a pension under the law of the State. In reply to this letter, Mr. Sam Baird wrote, that he 
was under the impression that the original application showed he was a negro. Mr. Baird further states 
in a letter dated 25 Oct. 1928, that Sam Simpson was an old negro man, who went through the four 
years of war with men from this county and served as well as he knwo how. I have been told that all the 
older white people who knew him and of his service want to see him draw a pension. Also we have looked 
through the pension laws but do not find where any distinction is to race or nationality is made. 

A letter from John Carroll Cone, State Auditor, to Mr. Sam Baird, County Clerk, dated 26 
Oct. 1928, says regarding the negro man Sam Simpson, that he was been drawing a pension throught 
your County for the past six years. I regret this action, but the law makes no provision for negro services 
and in view of the fact that there were negro troops (CSA in Arkansas) in the Civil War and the law 
makes provision for only those who were enlisted members of the Army or Navy, I know of no way 
whereby this man can continue to draw a pension. 

Another letter to the State of Arkansas from W. H. Lindsey, a member of the local Board of 
Pensions hereby stated on oath that Major W. G. Rolfe and Col. Sam Bell both told him that to their 
personal knowledge that Sam Simpson was with the Confederate Soldiers through the Civil War and 
that on two different occassions his master was wounded and that Sam took up his gun and went into 
actual battle. This letter was dated 14 December 1928. No futher correspondence was found and we do 
not know if Sam Simpson was reenstated and drew his pension or not. 


All applications and Proof of Service forms were written in their own words.

Certificates of Arkansas Ancestry 


Arkansas Genealogical Society has begun offering recognition for descendants of early Arkansas 
settlers through its Certificates of Arkansas Ancestery program. The certificates are issued in three 
categories: Territorial (a resident of Arkansas before 15 June 1836); Antebellum (before 6 May 
1861); and Nineteenth Century (before 31 December 1900). Any one may apply for as many certifi- 
cates as he/she has ancestors which meet the criteria. An application booklet is needed (and the 
booklet may be photocopied for additional submissions) and can be requested by sending 52¢ in 
postage (2 ounces first class) to AGS Certificate Chairman, Desmond Wall Allen, 99 Lawrence 
Landing Road, Conway, AR 72032. The charge for a certificate is $10, payable when the completed 





application booklet is sent in.

The Twenty—ninth Arkansas Infantry was organized in the late spring of 1862. The regiment was 
sometimes known by its nickname, or local disgnation, of the First Trans-Mississippi Regiment. 


As was the case with almost all Civil War units, the Twenty-Ninth Arkansas Infantry was often known 
by an alternate designation derived from the name of its commanding officer. Unofficial names of this 


type used by or for the regiment are shown below.

The Thirty-Seventh Arkansas Infantry was created on September 27, 1864, by the reorganization and 
redesignation of the Twenty—Ninth Arkansas Infantry. It appears that the designation Thirty-Seventh 
Arkansas Infantry had been planned for a regiment which failed to complete its organization earlier. 


As was the cas with almost all Civil War units, the Thirty-Seventh Arkansas Infantry was often known 
by an alternate designation derived from the name of its commanding officer. Unofficial names of this 
type identified as having been used by or for the regiment are shown below.

During its short career the Thirty-Seventh Arkansas Infantry served in the Army of Trans—Mississippi 
and in the Trans—Mississippi Department. Two specific higher command assignments have been found 
for the regiment. These appear below.

Infantry Division, Second Corps, Army Trans-Mississippi 
March 20, 1865 Hawthorne’s Brigade, Churchill’s Division, District of

No records have been found to indicate that the Thirty-Seventh Arkansas Infantry ever particiated in 
any engagements. 
The unit appears to have been organized at Shreveport, Louisiana. 
When the Confederate Trans—Mississippi forces surrendered at Galveston, Texas, on June 2, 1865, the 


Thirty—Seventh Arkansas Infantry was included among them. It is probable, however, that the unit had 
disbanded at Shreveport a few weeks before that date. .
